of Ohio had read a telegram from 
Taft which said: “We can fight well, 
if we can fight right; it s imperative 
that such a plank (anti-injunction) 
I should go into the platform .”

A telegram from Roosevelt

I read by Frank B. Kellogg, saying he

• would be adopted, adding: 
“ I stand 
I for a square deal and am not in ac­ 
co rd with the extremists, neither of 
the m anufacturers’ association

The final vote stood 35 to 16. 
So 
im portant did the committee consid­ 
er this feature of the proposed plat­ 
form that they adopted the unusual 
course of authorizing its publication 
immediately. 
This plank which was w ritten by 
Ellis as a compromise was accepted 
only after a fight seldom exceeded In 
bitterness by the meeting of the plat­ 
form committee. 
Ellis finally suc­ 
ceeded in getting Crane of Massachu­ 
setts to agree to the plank as drafted, 
and with the aid of the Massachu­ 
setts man, Sereno Payne of 
New 
York and John Walzell of Pennsyl­ 
vania were brought over. This made 
a m ajority of the sub-committee and 
resulted in securing 
an unanimous 
vote. 
When the m atter was taken np In 
the meeting of the full

committee Carter, New Jersey, led 
the fight against it.

When this time is reach- I 
ed the lumber business will entirely; 
disappear and frame buildings will I 
be a thing of the past. 
The price of j 
mineral products will increase and 
with them the cost of manufacturing1 
and transportation to such an extent 
that it will be felt by every Ameri­ 
can citizen.” 
Dr. Will showed the close connec­ 
tion between the forests and the riv­ 
er and showed that for many reasons I 
the stream flow’ should be even and 
regular. 
The forest is nature’s great. 
regulator. 
It breaks the force o f 1 
rainfalls, holds the water frfom rush­ 
ing suddenly over the surface, passes 
it into the interior and permits 1st 
low exit by underground circulation 
into the tsreams. 
The denudation 
permits the water to rush suddenly 
over the surface 
and 
causes the 
floods which do so much damage an­ 
nually throughout the country. The 
annual flood damage is over $100,- 
000,000. 
The forests have large effect on 
the navigable streams. It is one of 
the nation’s greatest future occupa­ 
tions to dredge the rivers and make 
them navigable. Not only is dredging 
required but also the preservation of 
the forest to prevent the future in­ 
flow of sand and debris. 
“Since we are entering upon an 
age of electricity we must seriously 
consider the waterpower question. 
In order to get all the power possi­ 
ble we must prevent floods aad low 
water in the streams which finnish 
the power. 
Naturally lf the subply 
of power Is decreased the manufac­ 
turing of the country will be ham­ 
pered. 
Irrigation 
“The water supply is as much de­ 
pendent upon the forests as is the 
irrigation of a land dependent upon 
the water supply. 
Irrigation is a 
boon to the nation. 
It is making 
gardens out of deserts and reclaim­ 
ing otherwise useless soil. Of all the 
different kinds of land the swamp 
lands are* the most fertile and pro­ 
ductive. 
These swimp lands could 
feed the entire 
population of the 
United 
States. 
To 
reclaim these 
swamps we must remove the water 
In them and also prevent the further 
inflow. 
This leads us back to the 
forest problem agaJr,. 
“The public health is the most im­ 
portant phase of this question. The 
industries bring millions of people to 
the cities and here the strain grows 
daily more intense. 
The need for 
a change of environment is great and 
is best met by a sojourn in the moun­ 
tains andn forests. 
Yet the forest 


destruction is steadily narrowing this 
opportunity. 
"The preservation of these natural 
resources necessitates the principles 
of public ownership instead of pri­ 
vate and the administration for the 
public good rather than for individ­ 
ual profit. If the public will only 
make a strong demand for these the 
victory will be w*on.”
